Letters to pass by the Inland or Foreign Evening Mails can be posted 
at tbe Receiving Houses till 5 80 p.m. Inland letters paid by having 
the stamps affixed, with an additional one, (as a late Postage fee,) are 
received at the Branch Offices, Charing Cross, Old Cavendish Street, 
Stone’s End, Borough, until G 45. p.m.., and Lombard Street till 7 p.m. ; 
at the General Post Office, St. Martin’s-le-Grand, till 7, and from 7 till 
half-past 7 upon payment of sixpence with each. 

Newspapers must be put into tne Receiving Houses before 5 p*m. at 
the Branch Post Offices, before half-past 5 p.m. ; or at the General Post 
Office, St. Martin’s-leGrand, before 6 p.m. ; or put into one-of the “ Late 
Newspaper” windows, at St Marfin’s-le-Grani from 6 until half-past 7 
p. M. ; with a halfpenny, will be despatched the same evening. 

Letters and Newspapers are received at the Railway Station, Euston 
Square, to be despatched by the Day and Evening Mails, to all Towns, 
the correspondence of which is -conveyed by the London and North 
Western Railway Company, or by the lines branching from it. A fee of 
6d ., in addition to tbe postage, both of which mu9t be paid by stamps, 
is charged upon each letter or newspaper. For the morning dispateh 
till 10 min. to 10; for the evening dispatch, till half-past 8. 

All Receiving Houses are for the receipt of General, Foreign, Ship, and 
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London District Post Letters, both paid and unpaid, with the exception of 
the Receiving Houses at 24, Cornhiil, 21, Charing Cross, and 152, Oxford 
Street, at which places General Post Letters cannot be received. From 24, 
Comhiil, 21, Charing Cross, and 152, Oxford Street, General Post Letters 
are despatched half-an-hour later than from the other Receiving Houses. 

*** General Post Letters for the Day Mails can be put into the 
Receiving Houses till a quarter before eight o’clock in the morning of the 
day on which the Mails are despatched. 

Rates of Postage _All Inland Letters or Packets, including those 

from the Channel Isles, and the Isle of Man, if prepaid, are subject to the 
following rates:—Not exceeding Half an Ounce 1 d, One Ounce 2d, Two 
Ounces \d ; and so on, at the rate of twopence for every ounce, and every 
fractional part of an ounce. By a recent regulation, Inland Letters are no 
longer limited to sixteen ounces, as by an Act passed during last Session, 
power is given to the Postmaster General, to make such rules as, from 
time to time, he shall deem most conducive to the public convenience and 
her Majesty’s revenue. 

The postage of Letters to Soldiers and Sailors, received from all parts 
beyond the sea, without the penny having been prepaid, is 2d. in addition 
to the Ship Letter gratuity, if received by Private Ship. Threepence is 
charged on Letters addressed to Soldiers and Seamen to any of the fol¬ 
lowing places:—River Gambia, Sierra Leone, Goree, Senegal, Cape 
Coast Castle, Fernando Po, Coast of Africa, and Ascension (Isle). Sea¬ 
men’s and Soldiers’ Letters from abroad by Private Ships, are chargeable 
with threepence each. 

Registration of Letters.—L etters may be registered on payment of 
sixpence, which, together with the Postage, must be paid in advance. 
N.B. The registration fee for places within the United Kingdom must 
always be paid in money ; the Postage of the Letter may be paid by 
means of stamps, but the postage and registration for letters addressed to 
parts abroad may be paid either in money or by stamps.
